BETHEL SPEAKS: 

Blue and Gold Interviews Mr. Thurston 


As an outstanding citizen of 
Bethel, Mr. Paul C. Thurston 
occupies many positions in the 
community. Not only does he 
runs a farm on the road to Rum 
ford, but is also president of the 
Rumford Bank and Trust Com- 
pany, on the Maine Turnpike 
Authority, treasurer of the Gould 
Board of Trustees, and a very 
busy man. As such, he was able 
to give valuable information and 
r.dvice to Gould students con- 
cerning the future 

Many of today’s young people 
have limited views of job opport- 
unities in and around Bethel or 
the entire country. Mr. Thurs- 
ton suggested outstanding fields, 
particularly for women, which 
arc uncrowded. Good stenogra- 
phers and typists are in con- 
stant demand said Mr. Thurs- 
ton, as well as teachers. While 
these fields are old, there is a 
constant demand for people in 
the law and medicine profes- 
sions. These fields offer unlim- 
ited opportunities for young 
men and women and are, as yet, 
uncrowded also. Being chiefly an 
agricultural state with great in- 
terests in lumbering, Mr. Thurs- 
ton suggests young men might 
find Interesting jobs in utilizing 
the wood coming from Maine’s 
forests. 

Investment of money is a ma- 
jor problem to a young man 
just beginning his career. Mr. 
Thurston gladly offered some 
professional advice concerning 
investment. "Do not play the 
stock market,” he said. He also 
ndded that for every dollar made 
on the stock market, one is lost. 
Beginner’s luck in one venture 
will not last long. What stocks 
to invest In then? The high 
grade investments such as Am- 
erican Telephone and Telegraph, 
U. S. Steel, and Standard Oil of 
New Jersey are best, but bonds 
are the safest form of Invest- 
ment. In case of business fail- 


ure, the bonds are paid off first, 
while stocks come later. 

Because he is a member of the 
Turnpike Authority, Mr. Thurs- 
ton was able to give a little of 
the story on just what the Turn- 
pike is actually doing for Maine. 
Primarily, it serves to bring 
money into Maine; that is, it 
takes vacationists to inland and 
coastal Maine where they in turn 
spend money, enriching the state. 
The full turnpike system has 
been only open since 1956, and, 
therefore, big trends have not 
yet become noticeable; howev- 
er, it has been noted that traf- 
fic has increased 6% each year 
since the system was opened. 
The Turnpike also makes the 
movement of freight by truck 
faster and access -to markets in 
Boston and vicinity easier. With 
the help of the U. S. govern- 
ment, the present road system 
will be further improved by a 
four-lane, limited-access high- 
way from Portland to Houlton. 

Concerning Bethel’s future, 
will there be many chances in 
the way of new businesses in 
Bethel? 

"Naturally, it would be bene- 
ficial to this community to have 
more businesses,” said Mr. 
Thurston. 

He also mentioned that he 
would like to see Bethel remain 
a growing country town and 
educational center as it is today. 
An interesting fact to note is 
that before the Civil War, Beth- 
el had a larger population than 
it does even t 9 day. 

Are there any pliins for Gould 
in the immediate future? To 
this the trustee responded that 
there were none at present. 

Mr. Thurston, in his promin- 
ent position, obligingly enlight- 
ened students and future Maine 
voters of problems concerning 
themselves, perhaps not in the 
immediate future, but certainly! 
close at hand.

(2) Ask your parents for 
their opinion of something (even 
If you sometimes don’t really 
care) ; it makes them feel im- 
portant and needed. 

(8) A parent should not become 
so involved In his own affairs 
that he thinks of those of his 
offspring as Incidental and friv- 
olous; the seemingly minor prob- 
lems of a growing person may, 
if ignored, soon become a major 
crux In his life. 

(4) If your parents tend to 
think of you as living In their 
own generation, talk sensibly to 
them— bring them up to date. 

(5) Try lisioning to your 
parent's problem, instead of 
making it a one way affair; they 
often need someone on whom to 
unburden themselves, too. 

(6) Have family games and 
excursions, and at least one 
meal a day to which all mem- 
bers of the clan are present. 

It is hoped that you and your 
parents may, with the aid of 
these suggestions, find the an- 
swers to some of your problems 
and develop a better understand-
